Anya,  who  along  with  other  complica- 
tions has  Sickle  Cell  Anemia,  wanted 
desperately  to  go  to  Disneyworld.  Due  to 
her  previous  disappointments  of  being 
turned  down  at  other  agencies,  her  good 
friend  refused  to  give  up.  Her  persis- 
tence paid  off. 


Heaven's  Children  was  contacted  for 
help  with  Anya's  Disneyworld  wish. 
After  receiving  the  request  by  letter,  the 
medical  documentation  and  her  doctor's 
approval,  the  staff  had  the  happy  job  of 
notifying  all  involved  that  the  trip  was  a 
"go". 

According  to  Anya's  nurse  and  would- 
be  traveling  companion,  Anya  was 
almost  afraid  to  believe  the  good  news 
for  fear  of  being  disappointed  again. 
However,  her  fear  disappeared  when  she 
received  her  airline  tickets,  car  rental 
receipts  and  hotel  accomodation  reser- 
vations from  Heaven's  Children!  As  her 
nurse  mentioned,  Anya's  attitude 
changed  quickly  because  she  had  some- 
thing to  anticipate  besides  hospitals, 
pain  and  tests. 

The  determined  friend  wanted  to  hire 
a  limo  to  bring  them  to  Logan  Airport 
(to  eliminate  parking  and  wheelchair 
problems).  She  contacted  a  local  limo 
service  and,  upon  hearing  Anya's  story, 
they  very  generously  donated  a  limo  to 
and  from  Logan  Airport. 

While  waiting  to  depart,  the  pilot  no- 
ticed Anya  in  her  wheelchair  and  asked 
where  they  were  sitting.  He  kindly 
moved  them  to  first-class  right  behind 
the  cockpit,  much  to  Anya's  delight. 


According  to  her  nurse,  Anya  was  tire- 
less at  Disneyworld,  not  wanting  to  miss 
anything  or  anyone  The  trip  was  all  that 
everyone  hoped  it  would  be  and  more  "It 
was  indeed  Anya's  wish  come  true", 
claimed  her  friend. 

After  speaking  with  friends  and  view- 
ing the  photos,  Ms.  Fitzgerald  of 
Heaven's  Children  said,  "That  smile  and 
hope  is  what  we  are  all  about;  it's  mo- 
ments like  this  that  make  my  job  a  real 
pleasure  When  there  is  a  need,  Heaven's 
Children  always  hopes  to  be  there". 


Another  heartwarming  request  came  i 
from  the  Jimmy  Fund  Clinic  at  Dalna: 
Farber.  One  of  their  patients,  a  Vk  year ' 
old  little  girl,  was  suffering  from  leu- 
kemia and  wanted  to  visit  Disneyworld, 
Busch  Gardens  and  Sea  World.  Heaven's 
Children  provided  the  trip,  hotel  accom- 
modations, car  rental  and  passes  to  the 
requested  fun  spots!  Her  father  sums  up 
what  many  parents  feel,  "No  matter 
what  happens  in  the  future,  good  or  bad, 
we  will  always  have  this  to  remember. . . 
a  family  experience  that,  up  imtil  now, 
was  not  possible" 


A  teenager,  suffering  from  a  rare  bone 
cancer,  was  an  avid  golfer.  His  doctor  at 
Dana  Farber  requested  a  seasonal  golf 
cart  rental  at  a  local  country  club,  be- 
cause he  could  no  longer  walk  the  course. 
Not  only  did  Heaven's  Children  provide 
the  golf  cart,  but  we  also  procured  tic- 
kets for  the  week  long  U.S.  Open  in 
Brookline  for  him  and  his  family.  His  joy 
wasoverwhelming.  .  .to  actually  see  the 
golf  pros  he  had  only  seen  on  TV!  We 
were  pleased  to  be  able  to  grant  his  wish. 


Heaven's  Children  recently  granted  a 
wish  from  a  young  adult  suffering  from 
severe  nerve  injury.  This  young  man  was 
facing  amputation  of  his  arm  unless  he 
was  treated  by  a  specialized  doctor  in 
Canada.  His  medical  benefits  had  been 
exhausted  and  his  family  could  not  af- 
ford the  flight.  Heaven's  Children  provid- 
ed round  trip  tickets  within  the  week  to 
the  young  man  for  the  necessary  consul- 
tation and  evaluation.  His  trip  was  a  big 
success!  By  having  the  very  delicate  sur- 
gery, the  prognosis  for  saving  his  arms  is 
excellent.  Our  hopes  and  prayers  are 
with  him. 


ADVOCACY 
PROGRAM 

Parents  of  a  thirty-six  year  old  mentally 
retarded  client  of  a  state  school  contact- 
ed Heaven's  Children  recently  to  assist 
them  with  a  placement  problem.  Be- 
cause of  court  mandates,  large  segments 
of  the  school's  population  had  to  be  relo- 
cated to  community  half-way  houses  off 
school  grounds.  The  elderly  parents  of 
this  thirty-six  year  old  client  had  many 
valid  questions  and  concerns  over  new 
placement. 

A  meeting  was  arranged  with  the 
son's  social  worker  to  discuss  the  limited  , 
options  available  and  what  was  best  for 
the  client.  The  parental  questions  were 
answered.  An  intense  evaluation  of  both 
the  client  and  the  outside  homes  is  now 
in  process.  Heaven's  Children  and  the 
parents  will  be  given  updates  and  tours 
of  any  new  residential  facility.  We  are 
vigorously  working  on  a  solution  that 
will  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  client, 
family  and  the  school.

The  Taunton  mother  of  a  seven  year 
old  boy  with  Muscular  Dystrophy  also 
has  a  husband  who  is  a  100%  disabled 
Vietnam  vet.  Although  the  husband 
receives  VA  compensation  and  medical 
coverage,  that  coverage  does  not  include 
his  child.  They  were  told  their  income 
was  too  high  for  welfare  (Medicaid)  or 
S.S.I.  The  MD  Foundation  covered 
braces,  wheelchair  and  physical  therapy 
but  obviously  not  anything  else  MD- 
related.  Because  the  mother  is  needed  at 
home  to  care  for  her  family,  outside 


work  possibilities  are  very  limited.  Her 
only  request  was  to  have  some  type  of 
medical  coverage  for  her  son  to  cover  his 
hospital  visits  due  to  pneumonia,  viral  in- 
fections, etc.  Heaven's  Children  has 
spoken  with  many  state  and  federal 
agencies  and  investigated  the  new  health 
insurance  just  instituted  in  Massachu- 
setts. The  necessary  forms  are  being 
processed  now  and  hopefully  a  timely 
resolution  will  be  made  in  the  near 
future 


A  thirty-five  year  old  Texas  woman, 
'with  a  birth  defect  of  having  only  one 
■  arm,  heard  our  Public  Sendee  announce- 
r  ment  concerning  Academy  Awards  for 
the  Handicapped  and  contacted  us  in  a 
desperate  plea  for  help  in  training  and 
employment.  Heaven's  Children  contact- 
ed Harold  Russell,  Chairman  of  the 
President's  Committee  on  Employment 
of  the  Handicapped;  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives (state  &  federal);  the  Texas 
State  Department  of  Rehabilitation;'and 
a  Federal  Training  Program  available  in 
her  area.  Agencies  have  been  in  touch 
with  her  concerning  program  and  train- 
ing offers.  We  will  continue  to  follow 
through  and  chart  any  resulting 
progress.

IN  THE  BEGINNING... Heaven's 
Children  is  a  non-profit,  charitable  or- 
ganization located  in  Canton,  Massa- 
chusetts, founded  by  Kenneth  Singer  in 
1985.  Mr.  Singer  spent  most  of  his  adult 
life  aiding  both  mentally  and  physically 
handicapped  children. 

He  also  founded  Handi-Kids  in  19(53. 
After  spearheading  the  creation  of  a 
thirty  acre  therapeutic  recreational  facil- 
ity and  bringing  it  to  a  point  that  to  this 
day  is  self  perpetuating,  he  felt  a  compel- 
ling need  to  address  the  plight  of  termi- 
nally ill  children  and  young  adults.  He

JOINT  STATEMENT 


IUE  and  BC/BS  are  pleased  to  announce  that  they  have  reached  an  agreement  in 
connection  with  the  objections  to  the  election  now  pending  before  the  NLRB. 

The  parties  recognize  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  employees,  the 
union,  and  the  company  to  have  a  peaceful  resolution  of  this  matter,  that  the 
Labor  Board's  processes  are  a  disruptive  influence  and  that  these  proceedings 
will  continue  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

Accordingly  the  IUE  and  BC/BS  have  reached  an  agreement  by  which  they  agree 
to  discontinue  the  hearings. 

Accordingly,  the  union  has  agreed  that  it  will  no  longer  litigate  the 
objections  now  pending,  meaning  that  the  results  of  the  election  will  be  certified. 
In  the  event  that  the  union  files  a  petition  sometime  this  fall,  the  employer 
has  agreed  that  it  will  not  litigate  the  petition  and  that  an  expedited  election 
will  be  held.
